SYNOPSIS OF A LECTURE ON WOMAN'S 


LIFE IN JERUSALEM.

Miss Lydia M. TOO Fintolsteia, a native 


of the city ot Jerusalem, occupied the morn- 
ing hour at the Grant Place Methodist 
church in describing the social condition of 
the women of the Holy Land. Miss Finkel- 
steln's father, a Russian merchant, Bed tho 
penacntions of his native land forty-five 
yean ago, locating in Jerusalem, where the 
speaker was born and lived op to six years 
ago, when she and her family cams to this 
country. .Her father was the first Enropean 
settler in the holy city and carried tbither 
the first stock of European merchandise. 


"The people of Palestine," she taid, "live 


much the same that they did during tba pe- 
riod of Bible history. 
Their customs and 


dress are the same, and lite in Jerusalem to- 
day bean witness to the truth of many in- 
cidents of tha Bible which skeptics can not 
understand. The women are divided into 
three classes—the Bedouin women, who are 
the Ishmaelitea such as were Sarah and 
Rachel of holy writ; the rural housewives, 
the descendants of Ruth and Mary; and tha 
city class, the daughters of the Moslem 
Christian and Jew. All of these classes are 
ignorant, few being able to read. 
The 


Bedouin women arc more independent, and 
are sometimes Consulted by their husbands 
in weighty matters. Some of the men en- 
courage the independence ot their wives, 
because they think their sons cpnnot be 
great warriors if the mothers are t. "id. 


"The Moslem girl of 13 is old enough to 


marry the man selected by her mother and 
sisters, who do her courting. Sh9 can see 
only her husband and his brothers or uncles, 
and is continually surrounded by relatives- 
in-law. The wives of the lower classes are 
mere drudges. The Koslem mothers do not 
encourage tenderness or love on the part of 
their husbands. Sentiment is regarded as 
weakness, and they bid their boys be men. 
Every man is brought up to think that 
woman is nobody but some other man's sis- 
ter. The Christian women—that is, the 
women of the Latin and Greek churches- 
live much the same as the Moslem women. 
The girls keep the feasts and fasts regularly. 
Christianity is only a i-^me to them. 


"Among the Jews woman is recognized as 


only a partly developed baing, whosa soul is 
saved through her husband. Those who 
marry the Talmudists or learned men be- 
lieve that a place is reserved in heaven for 
them. The Talmudists are lazy and their 
wive? support them. They go about the 
streets m a meditative mood and with up- 
turned eyes. Some of the rich Jewish mer- 
chants select these poor theologians for hus- 
bands for their daughters so that they may 
be assured a seat in heaven. The identity 
of the Jewish wife is established in heaven 
only when she has given birth to a son. Tha 
widow, alone of Oriental women, does as 
she pleases, goes where she will, gossips, and 
transacts business without scandal or dan- 
ger of any attack being made on her reputa- 
tion." 


The larger pebblea are then 
arranged in the prettiest manner possible 
until the face of the design has been, cot- 
Bred as closely as possible, then over the 
whob the tiny stones are sprinkled at ran- 
dom, filling in the interstices and hiding 
those portions of the glued surface of the 
designs which the larger stones have f ailad 
to cover. 


The design is then laid in a cool place un- 


til the glue has become thoroughly hard- 
ened, when it is inverted and the loose peb- 
bles allowed to drop off, to take their 
chances of sticking in the bare places on 
some other design. 


When completed these trinkets make aa 


pr«t!y ornaments as one could well wish to 
see, and no parlor is too rich to be graced by 
them. The ornament*, of course, must be 
of fairly good size to admit of a pretty ar- 
rangement of the pebbles, and will range all 
the way from three inches to a foot in length, 
diameter or circumference, as the case may 
be 
Beside the designs for ornaments, very 


handsome paper-weights, match-boxes and 
other things can be made, and a common 
cigar-box can be covered with stones in the 
manner named, then handsomely lined, and 
become transformed into a neat receptacle 
for handkerchiefs, gloves, sewing material 
or other small articles as any could wish to 
see.

In 
spite of this the mortgage foreclosed and 1 
again became a supernumerary, when, in the 
mimic fight in the second act of 'Trovatore,' 
one of my companions by mere accident with 
the point of a spear put my eye out. I was 
now no longer qualified for engagement even 
as a supernumerary, and I became a 'sand- 
wich' man. My duties during the last four 
and a half years have been to parade Bond 
street and Regent street, receiving as pay- 
ment nine pence a day "

and settling up, he at first declined to take 
the money, Raying that 1 bad done bun BO 
many kindnesses at different periods of bis 
life that now, when I was in trouble myself, 
he could not think of taking his week's pay 
I, however, not only insisted upon bu accept- 
ing it, but gave him a sovereign for himself.

Another Oration and Essay,

NAL this morning presents the "Eulogy on 
Charles Sumoer," by Geo. Baten, sod Mixs 
Carrie J. McIntosK'a essay, "Tbe Brave 
Women of America," an given, at the late 
High School exercise*. The oration is as 
subjoined: 


1ULOOY ON OHABLIS SITKNCB. 


Great men characterize the age in which 


the; live. They are tbe central luminaries 
in the universe of history around which 
oridinary minds seem to revolve, and from 


hich they receive their reflected bright- 
ess. We long to investigate the circum- 


stances by which tbe world's giant intel- 
lect* are enveloped, and to read tbe char- 
acters so strikingly marked. 


We love to land tbe names of those 


who in ancient times were noted for their 
deeds of valor, for their wisdom and piety 
— of Socrttes and the fatal cup of hemlock, 
and of Bnnyan in bis dungeon cell. 


Then, while wo bring our offerings of re- 


gard and lay them at the feet of the noble 
of other shores who lived in times remote, 
let us not forget those of our own land 
who shared with us in hours of peace and 
peril. 


Among the men of exalted aspirations, 


living in an ago sparkling with the wit of 
poets and burning with the fire of elo- 
quence, was Charles Sunnier. Though 
surrounded by a galaxy of poets, orators 
and statesmen, he, like a sturdy oak 
planted in a groat forest, towered above 
them all in his strecgth and influence. 


Born Jan. C, 1811, of New England's 


most worthy blood, which inherited the 
ancestral health and strength of English 
yoemao, and refined by the culture of a 
family whose names were always found iu 
college catalogues, and which occasionally 
hit nished the world with some noted char- 
sur that made itself conspicuous because 


of its superior worth, Charles Sn inner 


ssed a stately form, rugged health 


and a cultured mind which stood him in 
good stead during life's battle. 


Educated at Harvard and studying law 


at the same place, he was admitted to tha 
bar at the age of twenty-three. Even at 
this early period in life he lectured on Hw 
at Harvard Law School, and refused a 
tendered professorship in that department. 
He possessed one of tbe fiuest educations 
that ever is acquired by man.. To one of 
such rich endowments which were aug- 
mented by stud; and observation during 
his visit to Europe, tho choice of apolitical 
career would na'.urally be presented. Ow- 
ing to his kean senje of justice, and also 
to tbe then prevalent question agitated in 
this country, he espoused the causa of tbe 
oppressed. 


He was no fanatic seeking fame and 


notoriety by founding new, organizations. 
He wai reared iu the bosom of tho Whig 
parly, which would gladly have raised him 
to eminence aud have seated him in the 
chair of political honor, if he had consented 
to sell bis convictions for advancement. 


Ha was no nnmelees nma stuhiug life 


lor reputation; his ancestors ranked among 
America'* moat respected fa'iiiliea, who 
acknowledged few superiors. Ho was no 
friuudtoss outcast seeking the gravu of a 
disappointed politician in which to heat 
bis broken heart; he was surrounded by 
bis early companions, his kinsman and 
neighbors who naturally desired bis popu- 
larity aud power. 


Y?t from all these allurements be turned 


away "like a loft} tree thui shnkea down 
her green glories to battle with the Win- 
ter's et^rms. " Ho cast off every vestige 
of prejudice and desire for popularity to 
join the ranks of the despised, eeeking 
tbo (random of a down-trodden race. 


H ; joined the Freo Soilrn, nut when its 


adherents seemed buoyant with hope, 
but when their cause was enveloped in tbe 
darkest gloom; when its supporters were 
mobbed, their property burned, and tbe 
chief magistrates of some ot tbe States 
offered a price for their beads. 


H), as did Garrison and Phillips, desired 


tbe abolition of slavery. He believed this 
could be accomplished under the Constitu- 
tion, but they wished to destroy the Con- 
stitution, believing that it sanctioned 
human slavery, and, as they expressed it, 
"It was a covenant with death i lid an 
agreement with hell." Sumoer, "the de- 
fender of tho Constitution," arguej that it 
did not uphold slavery, as it did not even 
mention tbe word "slave," and that tbe 
proper vray was to amend it for which 
there waa a provision. 


He did not believe in destroying existing 


institutions simply because evil exists, 
but he did labor to overthrow evil by pur- 
suing legitimate common sense plans. 


Like many inconsiderate but mistaken 


good man, Garrison and Phillips worked 
all their lives at a disadvantage. Snmner, 
on the other hand, was in Congress where 
be could deal bis mighty blows with telling 
effect »t the heart of the enemy. 


Ha worked at an advantage, they at a 


disadvantage. Snmner was iu the right, 
Garrison and Phillips in the wrong, for 
history baa proved it. They believed in 
absolute right; be believed in relative 
right. 


In vain did Bumner urge tbe Whigs to 


raisa a helping hand in defense of tbe 
Negro; but at that time such doctrines 
were altogether too exalted for them. 


Vainly did he call npon America's great' 


est orator, Daniel Webster, then in thi 
Senate, to use bis influence. "Aisnme,' 
said he, "those unperformed duties. The 
age shall bear witness of you; the yonn; 
shall kindle with rapture as they repea 
the name of Webster; and the large com 
pany of ransomed shall teach thoir children 
and th.ir children's children to tbe lates 
generation to call you blessed, while al 
shall award yon another title not to b 
forgotten in earth or Heaven." 


But Webster had another object in view

ailing and another rising to take its place, 
bns Webster, who scoffed at tbe idea 
bat the law of God waa higher than the 
onstitntion of the United States, yielded 
ia place in the field of usefulness to a 


mare worthy champion, a Godly mm; one 
urronuded by temptations, yet one who 
onld neither be boaght, bribed, flattered 
or terrified—the true Statesman, Charles 
u tuner. 
In tbe Senate he met and almost alone 
Dposed measures for the furtherance of 
avtry. Ha opposed tbe fugitive slave 
aw. and declared freedom, national; slav- 
ry, sectional. In 1856 Mr. Snmner made 
two days' speech on "Tbe Crime Against 
ansas." 
His arguments were Walled 


ortifications, 
nnsnrmonutable and im- 


enetrable. Answer them they could not, 
nd so they said by their actions we will 
meet them by employing brute force. 


The culmination of their rage resulted in 
e assault made by Preston L. Brooks, 
' South Carolina, which ull who read have 
eard, but it is too well known to need 
urther comment. 


At tbe close cf the war bo advocated re- 
onstrnction on the basis of impartial 
nffrage. During the war he was tie oon- 
dential adviser of President Lincoln and 
rged tbe Proclamation of Emancipation. 
He was pre-eminently a man of peace. 
'.e opposed. tbe Mexican War by that 
ration, that marvelous effort, unsurpassed 
u its rich classical allusion, in its copious 
illness of historical facts, and sparkling 
ith wit, glowing with eloquence, uuan- 
werable in argument, it is tha master- 
ieoe of American oratory. 
But time will not pause in her rapid 
iglit for us to give even a cursory glance 
t bis many masterly productions, which 
'ere occasioned by his effort to maintain 
le right at the peril of his life. 
He was not, however, what might be 
ailed .a ready speaker, flipping light 
weapons at the foe, but a polished knight 
n full armor, and when mounted on bis 
larger be approached tbe enemy's ranks 
ith an impetus that always made a breach 
nd pnt them to flight. 
With whom shall we compare this man? 
.s he lived in modern times shall we corn- 
are him with men of this »ge. In our 
wn land wo find many persons great in 
articular avenues of thought aud action, 
nt it is seldom we see one in whom so 
many traits ot character are united. 


We have no Snmners to-Jay. 
He 


ossessed tbe eloquence of a Webster, tbe 
orseverence cf a Garfietii und tha prncti- 
al common sense of a Lincoln. I find 
ui one c-ximple iu Europe his equal. 
wonld place him by the side of Gumbolti; 
nt from a moral standpoint that would 
e like comparing an Alpine peak with a 
ole bill. I wonld compare him with 
Sismarok; but the great minister of Ger- 
many sought 
the 
aggrandizement of 


rnssia b« means sometimes unjust, aud 
is own fame by war and blooiUhed. 
This man was a firm advocate of peace, 
nd wonld not deign to stonp B3 low to 
omjuer. 
But I would liken him to Gladstone, 
IB greatest European Statesman of tho 
ineteenth century, the central man to- 
ay of all the world. 
Unfold huiuaa. history ns a vast scroll; 
id earth's dead multitudes arise. 
Tbe essay of the young lady reads as 


allows: 


BBAVE WOMEN OF AMEBICA. 


Through tbe p*gi>s all history, whether 
iat of oil own laud or that of other couii- 
ries, tbe deeds of courage, heroism and 
alor of tbe men of the times of which they 
real, are recorded in the most glowing 
orais; but only now and then do we meet 
witb'the names of women thus records:), 
nd thon only wlieu some signal deed of 
eroisia was so marked that it commanded 
ie especial admiration of tbe historian. 
In ancient history each instances are far 


more frequently found lhan in modern, 
nd in the histories of rountries of an older 
ivilization tban oar own, women receive 
ar more notice tbnu in those of our newer 
onutry. 
Yet from the tiins the Pilgrim Fathers 
rat landed in America, until the present 
ay no country has shown such examples 
f self-denying, self-sacrificing courage in 
women, as has our own free land. 


The. history of the Pilgrims is replete 


with woman's love, woman's fidelity, both 
o tbe men thsy loved and to tbe canst for 
hich they all strove and suffered. 
Surely it wns courage of a high order that 
nstained them in leaving their homes in 
Beautiful "ilcrrie England;" that enabled 
hem to endure thoir ten years of exile in 
lolland, and higher still, to trust them- 
elves in a crowded ship to the mercies ol 
an unknown sen, and to seek refuge in an 
unknown land that they might warship 
God according to the dictates of their own 
lonscience. 


If any doubt their courage let them read 


he story of that first Winter spent on the 
nbospitable shores of Plymouth. 


Landing in the dead-of night,— 


"And the hnavy nigbt bun? dark 
The hilla nnd witters o'er, 
When s band of exiles moored tbelr bark 
On the wild, Mew Englind share." 


Finding not comfortable homes prepare! 


o receive and shelter them—but instead, 
forests, tleak bills and coast.— 


"There waa woman's fearless eye, 
Lit by her deep love's truth." 


Patient'y they bare tho snffviing of thai 


cruel time, never murmuring, never cast- 
ing longing looks of regret at the homes 
they had left behind, but constantly striv 
ing to make the best of everything, bony 
ing np the weaker companions, encourag 
ing both by counsel and example, the men 
whose hearts often failed them. 


When the Spring came and tbe Mayflowe 


sailed back to England, did not one weal 
woman take tbe opportuninty to return t 
tbe borne of her early days? No!-—Sorrow 
folly they watched the vessel as sha saile 
ont of the harbor, then patiently went o 
with tbe life of exile and toil to which tbe 
bad condemned themnslves. 


By their courage, patience aud peraever 


ance they largely aided in laying tbe-en 
during foundations of tbe grand Bepnbli 
that ban grown np from this small begin 
ning. Aud from such mothers sprang 


worthy to be the founders and defenders 
ol a nation, and of daughters worthy to be 
the wives of such men. 
'•Aye, call it holy ground. 
The loll when flr-t they trod; 
The* have left anetatned, where there they found, 
Freedom to worship God." 
In the earlier history of the colonies we 
| often find tbe women performing heroic 


eeds, especially wheu tbe Indians were 
owerfnl. and hostile. - Who does not 
trill with admiration when reading ot 
lannah Dastin, taken prisioner by the 
avageg? After seeing her babe a week old 
murdered by the demons, dragged a long 
{stance from home, rising in the nigbt, 
aying her captors with their own toma- 
awke, freeing Ler companions and gttid- 
ng and encouraging all until they once 
more reached the homes from which they 


ad been so rudely taken. And this is 
nly one instanca of woman's heroism pre- 
erved by the historian; many such migt t 
lave been recorded, had fall justice beed 
one by him, 
Coming down to the days of the Sevolu- 
on we find the part played by woman a 
iost important one, bur the recognition 
he receives small, in comparison to that 
iven to men. 
Oar histories tell of tbe brave deeds done,

During the late rebellion, which cost 
10 Union so many priceless lives, when 
load was poured ont like watar by men of 
uth North aud South, did not woman 
tar a noble part through all this time nf 
orrow and blood-bed? Whether enconr- 
giug her.nonrest and dearest to join in the 
tnu>gle; taking charge of tbe interests be 
atl left bchiud; preparing clothing an4 
oopital stor. s to be sent to tbe b.iltle field, 
r entering tbo hospitals herself as nuise, 
intiiug up the wounds of the injured; 
cceiviug last fond messages to be sent to 
ovod ones whom the dying soldier mighC 
.ever see again;gently closing tbe sight'ess 
ye when death bad called him home; 
nstaiuing, soothing, cheering all; surely 
he bore tbe beat and burden of tha day 
with as much fortitnde as did tbe men.
